§ 1.2. Business to bet transacted in writing. Ail business with the Patent or Trademartc Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of 
applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and Trademark Office is unnecessary. The-action of the Patent arid Trademarl< Office will be based exclusively 
on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to any alleged oral prornise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or

\ The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself incomplete through the failure 
to record the substance of interviews. 

It is the responsibility of the applk^nt or the attorney or agent to make the substance of an interview of record in the application file, unless the examiner indicates 
he or she will do so. It is the examiner's responsibility to see that such a record is made and to correct material inaccuracies which bear directly on the question of 
patentability. . ^ . . 

Examiners must complete a two-sheet cartx)n interieaf Interview Summary Form for each interview held after January. 1 , 1 978 where a matter of substance has 
been discussed during the interview by checking the appropriate boxes and filling in the blanks in neat handwritten form using a ball point pen. Discussions regarding 
only procedural matters, directed solely to restriction requirements for which interview recbrdafion is bthenvise provided for in Section 812.01 of the Manual of Patent 
Examining Procedure, or pointing out typographical errors or unreadable script in Office actions or the like, are excluded from the inten^iew recordation procedures 
below. • ' / 

The Inten^iew Summary Form shall be given an appropriate paper number, placed in the right hand portion of the file, and listed on the 'Contents' list on the file 
wrapper. Thp docket and serial register cards need not be updated to reflect interviews. In a personal interview, the duplicate copy of the Form is removed and given 
to the applteani (or attorney or agent) at the conclusfon of the interview. In the case of a telephonic inten/iew. the copy is mailed to the applteanfs correspondence 
address either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other circumstances 
dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly afteMhe telephonic interview rather than with the next offid^^

The Form also contains a statement reminding the applicant of his responsibility to record the substance of the inten/iew. 

It is desireable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his obligation to record the substance of the interview in each case unless both applicant and 
examiner agree that the examiner will record same: Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, or when it is adequately recorded on the 
Fo^ or in iari attachrheht to the Forrn, the examiner should check a l>6x at the bottom of the Form irifoririing the applicant that he need hot supplement the Form by 
submitting a separate record of the substance of the interview. 

It should be rioted, however, that the Interview Summary Form witi not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview unless it includes, 
or is supplemented bv the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the substance of the interview: .

The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature 
or thrust of the principal arguments made to the examiner can be uriderstood in the context of trie applk;atibh file. Of coilirse; the applicant inay desire to

Examiners are expected to carehjily review the applicant's record of the substance of an interview. If the record is not complete or accurate, the examiner will give the 
applicant one month from the date of the notifying letter or the remainder of any period for response, whichever is longer, to complete the response and thereby avoid 
abandonnrient of. the application (37 CFRl v1 35(c) ). , / - .
